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REFERENDUM REJECTED FOR NOW 

HOUSING RESOLUTION TO BE 
ACTED UFON THIS MONDAT

“A referendum on the housing for the elderly project at this 
time would be premature,” This was the reaction of city council 
at its Monday, December 8 meeting to a petition signed by 604 
persons calling for a citizen vote on the subject. Instead, coun¬ 
cil decided to push its efforts to gather all the facts before mak¬ 
ing a final commitment to the project. 


Th® vehicle for the assembling of 
the facts would be a resolution 
stating the council's preference for 
two alternate sites (Ridge Road 
or Hamilton Place) and directing 
the city manager to initiate appli¬ 
cations for financial assistance and 
to make studies of the feasibility 
of the project and of the two 
sites. 

Upon councilman Thomas White's 
motion, the resolution was amend¬ 
ed to strengthen the exploratory 
nature of the resolution. Because 
of the resolution change, it had to 
be held over to the Monday, De¬ 
cember 15 meeting for final appro¬ 
val 

Rehabilitation 

The council also decided to con¬ 
sider at the December 15 meeting 
a suggestion by the city's Advisory 
Planning Board in Report #171 
that it pursue the possibility of 
rehabilitation of existing housing 
units for the elderly. Up to now 
the city’s thinking has been in 
terms of new construction on a 
new site. 

Jack Queen of the audience felt 
that the renovating of 100 Green- 
belt Homes, Inc. units through 
Federal section 8 funding would 
be more in character with the 
community than construction of a 
new building, especially if a high 
rise. 

Councilman Charles Schwan dis¬ 
puted that renovation was a “feas¬ 
ible alternate.” Others argued that 
only new construction could pro¬ 
vide the physical amenities and 
centralized facilities that the aged 
require. Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
suggested that full-scale discus¬ 
sion of this proposal be held over 
until the December 15 meeting.

Seek Referendum 

Proponents of the referendum 
argued that the elderly housing 
project was sufficiently important 
to be decided directly by the citi¬ 
zens and not by the vote of coun¬ 
cil, especially if city land or costs 
are involved. “We citizens repre¬ 
sent the city,” said Viola Keer, “not 
the five counciimen.” 

Those favoring a referendum 
also argued that the results of the 
informal election survey question¬ 
naire were, at best, not represen- 
ative of public sentiment and, at 
worst, were produced through a 
rigged question. The question¬ 
naire had shown that 84% of the 
682 persons answering the question 
had favored the elderly housing 
project. 

“People are always in favor of 
a project,” George Loutsch said, 
“until they learn of the cost. We 
need to know the facts.” The coun¬ 
cil countered by stating that that 
is precisely the intent of the res¬ 
olution - to gather the facts. 

But some proponents of the ref¬ 
erendum such as Mrs. Keer argued 
that enough facts have already 
been assembled and that a refer¬ 
endum should be held now before 
the city engages in the expenditure 
of any more time or money. Coun¬ 
cilman Richard Pilski said he saw 
no conflict between adoption of 
the resolution and a referendum to 
be held later. Weidenfeld quoted 
the city attorney’s opinion that 
there is no requirement for the 
city to hold a referendum on the 
resolution. 

Loutsch also expressed concern 
that the project would provide a 
“free ride” for the elderly. Schwan 
explained that persons above a cer¬ 
tain income limit would pay the 
full rental and that the rent sub¬ 
sidies would go only to those eld¬ 
erly of limited income. 

Need for Project 

Joseph Hanyock, one of the few 
persons at Monday’s meeting to 
state outright opposition to the 
project, felt that there was no 
demonstrated need for the project 
in Greenbelt. “There is a world of 
difference,” he said, “between what 
people want — what they would 
like to have — and what they 
need,” 

In addition, he felt that the pro-

FDR School Controversy Raises 
Many Concerns In Greenbelt

“My big concern is to have FDR boundaries settled as soon 
as possible so that programming can begin/’ G. James Gholson, 
assistant superintendent who supervises 74 schools in the north¬ 
ern area of the county, told the News Review last week. Boun¬ 
daries, however, are not the only problems at this time. Th© 
very nature of the $11 million Franklin D. Roosevelt senior 
high school is still in doubt, and this issue must be resolved be¬ 
fore any definitive boundaries can be drawn. 


From the beginning FDR was 
planned as a comprehensive general 
academic high school similar to 
Parkdale and High Point. How¬ 
ever, since October 30, various pro¬ 
posals by board members have 
been submitted envisioning the con¬ 
version of FDR into either (1) a 
full career-technology school, (2) 
a combination career-technology- 
general academic school, or (3) 
a combination advanced technical- 
general academic school. 

December 18 Meeting 

Coming up before the school 
board in Upper Marlboro on Thurs¬ 
day, December 18 (probably start¬ 
ing at 7:30 p.m.) is consideration 
of board member Nicholas Eny’s 
latest resolution. This resolution 
pushes for establishing “no less 
than half” of the capacity of FDR 
as a Career Technology Center 
which would be open to all students 
in the county on ar “first come- 
first-serve” basis “with the board 
providing transportation.” The 
other portion of the school would 
be utilized as a “regular senior 
high school with established at¬ 
tendance areas.” The resolution, 
though vague, appears to imply 
that students residing in the 
Greenbelt area would attend FDR. 

Golato Proposal 

Board member A. James Golato, 
also favoring a scheme for a dual 
purpose FDR, has stated that he 
would not vote for Eny’s resolution 
unless it were amended to incor¬ 
porate a system where half the 
student body would be enrolled in 
the general academic high school 
program while the other half - an 
advanced technology center 
would draw students voluntarily 
into a program specializing in pre¬ 
college technical courses, such as 
math, science and electronics. 

The advantage of this proposal, 
he said, is that it would satisfy 
Greenbelt's desire to have all its 
students attending FDR together. 
At the same time, it would hope¬ 
fully help to ease the problem of 
Bowie residents who have made it 
clear that they would prefer 'to 
have their students remain at the 
overcrowded Bowie high school. 
At present, Bowie high school is 
almost 500 over its present capaci¬ 
ty. It is Golato’s hope that FDR 
as an advanced technology cen¬ 
ter would draw on a voluntary 
basis some Bowie students, thus 
helping to relieve the overcrowd¬ 
ing which led the school board 
staff to recommend that 333 Bowie 
students be transferred to DuVal 
and 230 to Largo. 

Board member Lesley Kreimer 
felt that Golato’s advanced tech¬ 
nology courses would be a desir¬ 
able component of the school, 
which she views as a comprehen¬ 
sive high school. FDR, she said, 
should (1) offer programs that 
will utilize to the maximum the 
school’s unique features, such as 
the full scale theatre-auditorium 
and other design innovations, and 
(2) meet the interests of the stu¬ 
dents in attendance. 

* Eny’s Proposal 

According to Eny, the initial 
proposal of October 30, which was 
also co-sponsored by board mem¬ 
bers Sue Mills, Kathleen Barker, 
and Norman Saunders related to 
a career-technology program of¬ 
fering courses in the construction 
trades, electronics, cosmetology, 
etc. Interpretation of his Decem¬ 
ber 1 proposal, which requires staff 
input within 60 davs. varies. It is 


expected that the staff will come 
up with several alternatives with 
respect to the school’s concept and 
boundaries. 

Eny’s latest resolution also calls 
for the closing of Fairmont 
Heights as a senior high school 
offering regular academic and/or 
vocational programs and its reop¬ 
ening as a senior high school for 
music and the performing arts. 
This move will be controversial 
since similar proposals in the past 
were rejected after much public 
controversy. 

Greenbelt Concerns 

Greenbelt civic leaders have ex¬ 
pressed concern that any drastic 
change in FDR's concept at this 
time could result in serious delays 
in the opening of the school and 
could produce serious problems in 
programming, scheduling, and staf¬ 
fing. Moreover, there is concern 
that a dual purpose FDR school 
would shortchange Greenbelt stu¬ 
dents in that the school would 
not be able to provide a full-scale 
academic curriculum. 


LATE FLASH 

Come tonight to council cham¬ 
bers at 8 p.m. to prepare for 
the December 18 School Board 
meeting on FDR. 


School officials have pointed out 
that scheduling and programming 
for the 1976-77 school year have 
begun or will begin in earnest in 
January. They also look to the 
opening of FDR to alleviate over¬ 
crowding at high schools and to 
achieve the goal of 90% of pupil 
capacity. For example, Parkdale, 
which has a pupil capacity of 
2,365, had a student population of 
2,479 in September 1975. With the 
opening of FDR in September, 
Parkdale will open with 2,125 stu¬ 
dents. If Fairmont Heights is 
closed in September as envisioned 
by the Eny resolution, it would ad¬ 
versely affect this new criteria 
and almost offset any enrollment 
reductions in the county’s high 
schools. 

Mrs. Kreimer also has noted the 
possibility that the Eny proposal 
would require some renovation of 
FDR. The availability of such 
funds, she asserted, appears to be 
non-existent since the State dras¬ 
tically cut all recently approved 
construction and renovation pro¬ 
jects. 

In addition to questions of fund¬ 
ing there is the matter of wheth^ 
or not the State Department of 
Education would be required to ap¬ 
prove any change in the FDR con¬ 
cept. If necessary, the process 
would undoubtedly further add to 
the delay. 

Other questions raised: (1) Would 
a career-technology program at 
FDR duplicate those offered at 
Bladensburg, Crossland, Gwynn 
Park and Laurel? Crossland, for 
example, has a combination school 
- 38% of the student body in the 
Industrial Trades Center and 62% 
in general academic studies. (2) 
Will there be additional transpor¬ 
tation costs? (3) Will the career- 
technology portion of FDR serve 
grades 9 through 12 and the gen¬ 
eral academic grades 10 to 12? 
(4) Will public hearings be requir¬ 
ed on any change in concept in 
addition to the one on boundaries?

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Half A High School? 

Greenbelters again have an opportunity to vitally affect 
school board decisions with respect to the Franklin D. Roose¬ 
velt senior high school which is scheduled to open in Sept. 1976. 
The board is wrestling with two questions: from which com¬ 
munities will students be drawn for the new school and to what 
extent will FDR be a dual purpose school and depart from its 
original concept as a comprehensive (general academic) school. 
The latest proposal receiving much support on the school board 
is to allocate no less than half the school’s capacity for a career 
technology (trades technician) center. 

The two questions are interrelated. For even if all Green¬ 
belt area students are assigned to FDR, the establishment of 
FDR as a dual purpose school could shortchange these students 
in that the school might not be able to provide a full-scale aca¬ 
demic curriculum. Just as seriously, any attempts to convert the 
school into a career technology center at this time is bound to 
cause disruption, delay, confusion and the need for additional 
funding. The changes in programming, scheduling, and staffing 
required by the opening of a new school takes months to process 
and implement. Other senior high schools in the county would 
be affected by such changes. 

It is a fact that interested, knowledgeable and well organ¬ 
ized citizens can have great impact on a political body. This 
means attending special meetings such as the one held last night 
with Greenbelt's representative on the school board, Lesley 
Kreimer: attending the next school board meeting in Upper 
Marlboro on December 18 at 7:30 p.m.; and attending public 
hearings on FDR not yet scheduled, but expected in January. 

We urge Greenbelters to discuss the issues, question the 
proposals and participate in the decision making process. The 
time is now, not after it is too late.

Greenbelt's first homicide in 22 
years occurred December 4 in 
Springhill Lake. Michael Daitutolo, 
89, of Eliicott City, was hit by a 
shotgun blast in th e parking lot of 
the 3900 block of Edmonston Rd. 
He had been living temporarily with 
friends in Springhill Lake. Inves¬ 
tigation revealed a suspect, Don 
Charles Lefebre, 49, of Crofton. Fol¬ 
lowing negotions with his attorney, 
Lefebre surrendered himself to the 
police and was charged with first 
degree homicide by Det, Cpl, Smith. 
The last homicide to occur in the 
city was in April, 1953.

Golden Triangle 
Plan Critiqued 

The Golden Triangle will again 
be in the news this week as city 
council considers a proposal by the 
developer at its Monday, December 
15 meeting. The council will have 
before it the city’s Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board Report #170 which 
comments on the plans for the Tri¬ 
angle’s development. 

The proposal calls for the already 
commercially-zoned 57-acre tract 
bounded by the Capital Beltway, 
Greenbelt Road, and Kenilworth 
Ave. to be divided as follows: 

29.6 acres New and Used Oar Deal¬ 
erships 

3.6 acres Motel 

12.7 acres Offices (270,000 sq. ft.) 

0.4 acres Gas station 

4.8 acres Dinner theater, Pool, 
Tennis 

remainder Pepco, streets, etc. 

The oar dealerships would be lo¬ 
cated at the southern base of the 
triangle, with the office buildings 
located toward the apex of the tri¬ 
angle. 

APB was pleased to note that the 
proposal embodies some of the sug¬ 
gestions previously made by APB 
and the council. Especially noted 
were that the office space proposed 
is limited to a building of only four 
floors and that the 270,000 square 
feet proposed is less than the 450,000 
square feet ceiling established by 
the county planning board. 

APB was disappointed that no 
convention facilities were being 
considered in connection with the 
motel, and that the entertainment 
and commercial recreation facilities 
being proposed were limited. It 
was also concerned that the am ¬ 
ount of land devoted to the auto¬ 
mobile dealerships was excessive, 
and opposed any used ear dealer¬ 
ships. 

APB felt that some commercial 
establishments should be proposed 
for the Triangle, It also recom¬ 
mended that the right-of-way 
shown on the plan to serve as 
access to the city-owned parkland 
(Indian Springs) at the north of 
the Triangle be relocated to the 
northwest comer of the city’s land. 
Also coming up at the December 
15 meeting is a request for a special 
exception for construction of a 
junk yard on property located out¬ 
side the corporate limits of the city 
adjacent to the B & O railroad 
tracks. APB in report #169 noted 
that the use proposed does not ap¬ 
pear to be detrimental to the sur¬ 
rounding neighborhood, and took no 
position on the request. However, 
it noted that a preferred location 
for the MERO station is in the 
vicinity of this property and did 
not want its report to be construed 
as a change in the city’s position 
on METRO

Cash or Credit 

We have a group of GHI mem¬ 
bers who are consistenly ANTI. 
Whatever the board is for, they 
are against. The latest sin of the 
board has been to propose a bud¬ 
get of just under a 10% increase 
in operating costs that INCLUDES 
a program to make critically im¬ 
portant repairs to our houses, 
which would be financed through 
a large bank loan. 

This is the method most of us 
use in making big purchases —' 
our cars, new refrigerators, all 
sorts of things. We pay interest, 
but this interest is the price for 
getting the use of what we purch¬ 
ase before we have scraped enough 
together to pay for it. 

Now this group is opposed to the 
board proposals and has demand¬ 
ed an expensive special member¬ 
ship meeting (while insisting they 
want to keep costs down) because 
they say they want to pay for the 
improvement program with cash, 
not credit. 

I believe we should be grateful 
to the Audit Committee for taking 
the time to determine that pay¬ 
ment for improvements will increase 
our monthly charges by about 30% 
next year if we pay cash on the 
line instead of borrowing. I am 
looking forward to seeing the 
Anti’s all vote for this increase. 
Clearly, it is what they want. 

Since I am at the peak of my 
earning powers I am sure I could 
personally stand a 30% increase, 
but I would rather think of our 
members who are on retirement 
incomes, who might be young with 
families to pay for, who may have 
other things to do with their money 
than pay cash when, as a large, 
well-managed corporation we have 
a good credit line and can bor¬ 
row. I hope all others who are op¬ 
posed to the 30% increase will 
come to the meeting and exercise 
their right to choose — cash or 
credit.

Let's Work Together 

Last week’s News Review con¬ 
tained a letter criticizing the in¬ 
clusion of $42,597 in the capital 
improvements loan for repair of 
the ray rotary burners. Fairness 
demands clarification on that point. 

When the Maintenance Com¬ 
mittee brought in their report rec¬ 
ommending the beginning of the 
change-over to hot water in the 
Laurel Hill steam plant they rec¬ 
ommended that the entire cost of 
this program be added to the cap¬ 
ital improvement program. It was 
the board’s original intention to 
use the remaining GNMA money 
to replace these burners. I op¬ 
posed this rather vigorously when 
it was being discussed. My reasons 
for doing so were these: when we 
originally took the GNMA defer¬ 
ral with the idea of using the 
money to update our heating sys¬ 
tem I naively assumed that this 
meant that our very inefficient 
heating system in the north end 
would be replaced. 

I was shocked to discover that 
this was not to be the case. All 
of this money has been spent on 
other undoubtedly needed programs 
in the south end of town while 
we still have our highly inefficient 
plants. When it was suggested that 
this final $40,000 (all the rest of 
the GNMA money has been appro¬ 
priated) was to be spent repairing 
heating plants that are so ineffi¬ 
cient and that will eventually have 
to be replaced, this seemed to me 
a great inequity and I opposed it. 

I still think that it is only fair¬ 
ness and justice that at least this 
small percentage of the GNMA 
money should be used in the north 
end. But, if blame is to accrue for 
the repair of the burners being in 
the capital gains program, I cer¬ 
tainly should share the blame be¬ 
cause my opposition probably in¬ 
fluenced the Board to some extent. 

Along with a lot of other people 
I would have preferred to see a 
long range program for the reno¬ 
vation of our homes brought to us 
by the hoard with a recommenda¬ 
tion for perhaps a much larger, 
loan. But most of the things that 
are being recommended would have 
to be in a long range program and 
so can well fit in to future plans. 
It is much better to carry out the 
needed renovation by bits and 
pieces than it is not to do the work 
at all. 

It is high time that we stop our 
petty carping and try to work to¬ 
gether. We often speak of our¬ 
selves as a cooperative and it is 
time that we remember what that 
word means — that we must all 
work together to make it work. 
If we don’t agree with the plans 
of the board, we should suggest 
constructive alternatives, but we 
should not let our disagreements 
overshadow the necessity for all 
of us to work together doing the 
things that need to be done, with 
the prime objective of making our 
community an even better place.

Questions Answered 

The petition for a special mem¬ 
bership meeting that was presen¬ 
ted by some GHI members raises 
two questions, (1) is the petition 
in proper form? (2), if in proper 
form, may the membership take 
decisive action on it? 

Concerning the first, the petition 
is not in proper form. It fails 
to state a motion. The bylaws are 
as precise as they can, be on this. 
A petition for a special meeting 
“shall state the motion or motions 
to be acted upon for which the 
meeting is to be called.” 

The second question — may the 
membership act — is much more 
important. 

Every GHI member has a con¬ 
tract with the corporation. The 
member agrees to do certain things. 
So does the corporation. Among 
others, GHI agrees to maintain and 
heat the member’s home. To fulfill 
these and other contractual obli¬ 
gations, the laws of the State of 
Maryland and the GHI bylaws re¬ 
quire that the board of directors 
manage the affairs of the corpor¬ 
ation. To this end, the board may 
borrow money if it determines that 
it must do so to maintain and safe¬ 
guard the homes and property of 
members. The board and only the 
board may make this judgment 
Neither the . law nor the bylaws 
permit the membership to overrule 
the board. 

For any reason, including repay¬ 
ment of a loan, should members 
operating payments be increased 
by 10% or more, the bylaws re¬ 
quire membership permission be 
given for such increase. Because 
the 1976 budget does not increase 
the members’ operating payment 
by as much as 10%, this provision 
is not operative.

I’m particularly 
ashamed because I feel sure you 
are a Greenbelter too, judging by 
your escape route. 

In closing, I urge the two boys 
who attempted to apprehend you.

Complete citizen cooperation 
is vital if we are to ever arrest 
this kind of craziness.

No Hook-up Yet 
For Greenbriar 

A Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission (WSSC) staff report 
stated that the abandonment of the 
interim Greenbriar sewage treat¬ 
ment plant is not feasible at this 
time. A request had been filed by 
developer Alan Kay for immediate 
connection to the permanent re¬ 
gional Western Branch treatment 
plant without waiting for its expan¬ 
sion to 15 million gallons a day 
(mgd) in Jyly 1976. 

It was expected that the Green- 
briar project would be allowed to 
hook into the public plant since the 
introduction of chemical treatment 
at the Western Branch plant had 
increased the plant’s capacity from 
5 mgd. to 8 mgd. Additionally, of 
the 14 projects under consideration, 
the Greenbriar project was the only 
one ready for immediate connection. 

A spokesman for WSSC said that 
the recommended denial at this 
time was based on the staff’s ree¬ 
valuation of existing flows at Wes¬ 
tern Branch which indicated that 
there was no excess capacity ai^ail- 
able. 

The city of Greenbelt and Prince 
Georges Environment Coalition 
have urged immediate connection of 
the plant to the public system.

WSSC RATE HIKE 

According to reports in the 
Prince Georges Sentinel, testimony 
presented at a public hearing on 
Nov. 12 has not changed the Wash¬ 
ington Suburban Sanitary Commis¬ 
sion's determination to seek appro¬ 
val of a 30-percent hike in water 
and sewer rates. The hike would 
boost the current combined water 
and sewage disposal rate from 
$1.23 per 1,000 gallons to $1.60. Last 
July, the commission increased the 
rates from $1.06 to $1.23. 

The proposed rate increase now 
goes to the Prince Georges and 
Montgomery county councils for 
their recommendations. Final au¬ 
thority on the increase rests with 
the WSSC, according to Floyd D. 
Peterson, chairman. Ordinarily, the 
two counties must approve WSSC 
budgetary changes, but Peterson 
considers this proposed increase a 
non-budgetary change because 
funds would be used for projects 
and operations already approved by 
the councils. The commission hopes 
to put the rate increase into effect 
on Jan. 1.

ject, if desirable, should be under¬ 
written by the county, the Federal 
Government, or a private develop- 
er, but not by such a small entity 
as the city of Greenbelt wjp ? ch is 
in no position to take the risk. “If 
you want to help the elderly” he 
told council, “you should reduce 
taxes.” 

In reply, councilmen Richard 
Castaldi and White stated their 
preference for city sponsorship so 
that the city would have control 
over where the project goes, the 
type of construction, and how it 
is operated. 

Charles Wells, in a ringing 
speech which received applause, 
said that the need for this type 
of project has long been apparent 
to anyone who has studied the 
plight of the elderly. “The elderly 
who would chiefly benefit from this 
project are not here, because they 
are housebound and handicapped. 
We have to speak on their behalf.” 

The main problem of aging in¬ 
dividuals, he said, is to maintain 
their independence and this pro¬ 
ject with its physical features 
(combined dining room facilities) 
will greatly help to meet the pro¬ 
blem. “The elderly,” Wells contin¬ 
ued, “is always somebody else — 
let us project ourselves 20-30 years 
frotp now when losing a spouse, 
recovering from illness, trying to 
live on retirement income — re¬ 
member we are all going to grow 
old.” He was backed by Miriam 
Cornelius who observed that the 
elderly have many needs besides 
financial ones. 

Questions Answered 

James Oassels attempted to ans¬ 
wer many of the questions posed. 
He said that the rate of interest 
at the present time on State loans 
for elderly housing is 7Vz%, He 
said that the project would not 
cost the city anything, because any 
city land or city expenses incurred 
could be charged against the pro¬ 
ject which will be aided through 
Federal rent subsidies. He noted 
that these Federal subsidies 
would be guaranteed for 40 years 
by contract. He also stated that 
the city would receive payments 
from the project in lieu of taxes. 

Don Volk of APB expressed 
some concern that the resolution 
limited the choice of sites to Ridge 
Road Center and Hamilton Road 
(opposite GHI offices). He said the 
APB preferred a site closer to the 
center. 

The city’s Park and Recreation 
Advisory Board in Report #12 in¬ 
formed the council of its approval 
of the elderly housing project but 
felt concern over the possible use 
of city parkland. It wanted to see 
provisions for replacing any city 
parkland used or any recreation 
facilities that are lost as the re¬ 
sult of the project.
